Extract from a Local Paper when the Mansion was given up as a residence for the Judge when 
trying the Southampton Borough Election Petition, April, 1869. 

This residence, which, has been given up to the use of his lordship by our townsman, 
Mr. J. H. Wolff, is most beautifully situate, and commands extensive views of land and 
water. The famous Lord Peterborough, the hero of the war of the Succession in Spain, 
and the friend of Pope, Swift, and other authors of that age, lived here, and it is said he 
delighted to surprise many of his noted visitors by leading them to a commanding spot in 
the grounds and surprising them by the prospect, taking care, some of the books add, that 
the tide should be ii), and that the river view should be as complete as possible. After 
the death of Mr. Robinson, his lordship settled the celebrated Anastasia Robinson, the 
singer, whom a year before his death he publicly acknowleged as his countess, in a villa 
near Fulham, and it is reported that they never lived under the same roof until the earl, 
being siezed with a violent fit of illness, solicited her to attend him at Bevois Mount. 
This, says an account now before us, she refused with firmness, but at length consented, 
on condition that, though still denied to take his name, she might wear her wedding ring. 
After his lordship’s death she lived a retired life chiefly at Bevois Mount. At the 
beginning of this century, we believe, the estate was known by the manorial name of 
Padwell—hence “ Padwell-road,” one of the many streets by ■which the estate is now 
intersected—and was then the residence of Mr. Horne, who afterwards took the name of 
Ilulton, and lived there many years. After his decease the property was purchased by 
Mr. Betts, well known as one of the railway pioneers, who resided on it until he left this 
neighbourhood for his estates in Kent. Thereupon it was sold to Mr. Sampson Payne, 
then Mayor of Southampton, who, having dispensed his municipal hospitality therein { 
dismantled the residence, and converted the estate into building sites. At this time many 
historic relics were dispersed, the one exciting the greatest interest being the summer 
house in which Pope passed a considerable portion of his time, and where, doubtless, 
inspired by the beauties of the surrounding scenery, he composed many of his most noble 
strains. Local residents need scarcely be told that the grave of the legendary Sir Bevis 
is pointed out upon the land adjoining the mansion, the large stone said to mark the spot 
being in full view to passers by on Bevois-hill before the present houses were erected 
there, and sutficient interest was attached to the tradition to lead the members of a learned 
society, who held a meeting in Southampton some years ago, to excavate the supposed 
tomb. The result, we need hardly say, was nil. Mr. Wolff is well known to possess a 
very fine collection of modern paintings, and he was one of the earliest to recognise the 
genius of Mr. Bridell, one of our most remarkable local painters, whose powers are now 
so much appreciated. He has also an interesting collection of musical instruments, so 
that whether Mr. Justice Willes be pleased to spend his leisure hours in-doors or out 
there is every reason for believing that he will have ample opportunities of enjoying a 
feast of reason.
